XKW OPwTJ:ANS. I.a., December 15.— A 
wealth of sunshine and warmth followed the 
terrific downpour of tliis morning and dissi- 
pated the general gloomy aspect before noon. 
The track, however, was in a bad way as 
a result of the heavy drenching it had re- 
ceived and horses with the gift of running 
well in muddy going were in their element. 
The attendance di<l not suffer in the least and 
the rt'guiars were augmented in force by 
new arrivals and many first-time visitors. 
The racing was excellent in .spite of the dif- 
ficult track and the talent did not fare so 
badly in a speculative way. 

The mile and a sixteenth purse was the 
outstanding race and it proved betting wis- 
dom correct through the victory of VV ynne- 
W'ood, an overwhelmingly backed favorite. 
At that Wynnewood did not score in the 
manner indicated by the price, for it re- 
ciuired Dang’s best riding to land him the 
victor over Richelieu and Fantoche. Riche 
lieu should have reversed the finish >vith the 
winner. His troubles began early when he es- 
sayed running-out tactics on the first two 
turns, and. later, when he saved ground when 
c“oming into the stretch and was running fast. 
He stumbled badly, but. recovering fast, sot 
sail after Wynnewood, only mi.ssing wearing 
him down by the margin of a scant lengrth. 
Wynnewood was much used in the running 
in his effort to dispose of Atta Roy II.. but 
he came into the stretch a good margin in 
advance only to tire rapidly in the last six- 
teenth. 

r»I AMi FOR COUCORAX. 

It was Lang’s turn to be in the limelight 
and the afternoon also produced the second 
blank for (^orcoran, that rider failing to pilot 
a winner and his non-success was costly to 
his extensive following. Lang inaugurated 
his successes right at the outset when lie 
landed the Kirkfield Stable’s Anzena an easy 
winner from six other maidens. Straight 
Shot was given the call, but she was outrun 
decisively from the start. Wylie was in sec- 
ond place for almost the entire way. 

Lang’s second winner was WjTinewood and 
he followed immediately with a victory on 
Lady Inez. Stump .Tr. was the one that was 
given preference here and he raised high 
hopes for his backers for tlie first seven- 
eighths by staying in command, but Lady 
Inez began wearing him down and ultimately 
won off by herself four lengths before Stump 
Jr., with Lady Myra third. Put and Take 
furnished an addition to the race by running 
away the wrong way of the track when she 
reached the post. Her sprint was of a half 
mile before she became manageable. She 
was not regarded with any degree of esteem, 
so her runaway did not matter anyway. I..ady 
Inez’ success meant a great loss to the layers, 
for she received confident support. 

Another that dealt the layers a hard jolt 
w’as Anticipate, winner of the second race. 
Smallwood, who is riding in steady, good 
form, liad the mount on this viAeran and 
kept him in close pursuit of Lancelot until 
the latter gave way, when he took the lead 
and drew away to win from the steady- 
going Alva, with Helen Atkin taking third 
place. 

FIRE CRACKER AIAKES GOOD. 

More woes were in store for the layers in 
the third race, in which Fire Cracker was 
supported extensively and won after a brief 
brush through the last eighth with Hutchi- 
son, Herald landing third. 

The closing- dash went to lAttle Patsj% 
which took a good load in the stretch to 
win easily from Hickory and Grace Foster. 

Jockey Ensor’s riding for this winter ter- 
Vninated today. His forced vacation resulted 
from his failure to keep his pledge of so- 
briety. It lias been bis undoing elsewhere. 
The youngster liere had temptation thrown 
in his way repeatedly and his weakness 
could not withstand the pressure. His sus- 
pension was announced in the follo\v»ing 
ruling by the stew'ards; “Jot^key Ensor lias 
been denied all privileges of riding during 
the winter season for presenting himself in 
an unfit condition at the scales.” 

Ensor had fallen from grace at the outset 
of the racing season and his license was held 
up, but on his plea that he would not offend 
again and a desire on the part of the stew- 
ards to give him a chance he was later 
granted permission to ride, but with the 
understanding that in case he fell from grace 
it w'ould mean deprivation of his riding li- 
cense. He was one of the best of riders when 
right. No one has ever questioned his hon- 
esty. It has always been conceded that he 
always rode to win. 



SAN DIEGO, Cal., December 15. — The lack 
of winning favorites, not a solitary choice 
being able to score brackets, and the superb 
horsemanship of the midgi't western appren- 
tice jockey Herman Long w'cre incidents 
which caused interesting discussion of yes- 
terday’s racing at Tijuana, while no horses 
with which extremely long prices were asso- 
ciated were victorious. The talent were not 
; at sea by any means, for well-supported sec- 
ond and third choices w’ere the successful 
ones to annex purses. 

When it was all over a youth of the sad- 
dle seemed to occupy the center of the stage. 
Tliis is jockey Herman Long. This mite of 
a lad began riding here last winter and has 
I been steadily climbing the ladder cf fame. 

} His record for Thursday was meritorious, 
i for he greeted the judges from tlie charmed 
j circle on tliree occasions, riding Merry Lass, 
Ternette and Prince Direct to victory. 

In piloting Prince Direct first past the 
^ winning post in the liftli and feature race 
j of the day Long displayed some artistic sad- 
1 die work. Prince Direct is a thoroughbred 
i which likes to come from behind and dis- 
! likes being urged during the early stages of 
the conte.«t. Long must have be<'n aware of 
I this, for he sat still until pa.'^sing the three- 
’ eighths post, where he called on the son of 
Rey Hindoo to do his best. With a well-timed 
rush Uie horse disposed of Rajah, one of the 
I pacemakers, and forging to llie front it was 
“all over but the shouting,” as the saying 
j goes as regards the winner. Prince Direct 
was home first by a good length, with Rajali 
taking a close decision from Bill Head. 
Those who backed tlie favorite, Cavalcadoui* 
II., were doomed to disapi>ointment when 
the hor.se, in one of his ugly moods, refused 
to leave the barrier until tlie others were well 
on their way. 

TFRNETTE OUTSTAYS HAZEL DALE. 

.Jockey Long started off the day auspi- 
ciously wlien he came down in front with 
Merry Lass, a winner by two and a half 
lengths from Daisy and Fond Hope. The 
rider took no chances witli his mount, and 
although she had a safe lead midway in the 
stretch he went to the whip industriously 
and did not cease punishing the mare until 
the winning line had been passed. 

It was Long again in the second that rode 
the winner v/hen Ternette outstayed Hazel 
Dale, the odds-on favorite, in a busy finish. 
The old mare, from the Irwin barn, which 
has failed repeatedly at a short price, showed 
the most early speed, but when it came to 
the final brush she was not quite equal to 
the task and her colors were low'ered in 
favor of Ternette. Thrills, which had she 
won would have paid tlie even amount of 
100 to 1, was third and best of the others. 

Deckhand had a slight call over Leta as 
regards favoritism, and these two had most 
attention at the finish of one mile and sev- 
enty yards, with the latter taking somew^hat 
of any easy victory. Deckhand had his 
troubles saving second place from Little Or- 
phan. which would probably have captured 
; second money in another stride. 

I Jack Elriek, a wealthy owner of oil prop- 
I erty in Southern California, played host to 
a party cf Los Angeles friends at a luncheon 
at the clubhouse yesterday. Elriek has 
j planned to enter the thoroughbred sport as 
an owner and has asked Colonel IL L. Baker 
to put a price on the good long-distance 
horse Georgie. Should the deal be consum- 
mated the horse will be placed in charge of 
L. H. Tryon, who is training a public stable 
here. 

“Buster” Keaton, well-knowrn film come 
dian, will make a special trip to the track 
i Sunday from Hollywood to have a look at 
I the colt Buster Keaton, named in his honor. 
This colt, a son of Atheling II. and bred 
at the Nevada Stock Farm, is owned by J. 
C. McKay of Reno. The owner and the film 
comedian have been close friends for years 
and it w^as in compliment to the latter that 
McKay used his friend’s name for the ju- 
venile. 

Eleventh hour entries are being received 
for the Coffroth Handicap and the other lib- 
eral stakes to be decided during the Tijuana 
meeting. The stakes wall be closed to entry 
December 16, and those with belated nomina- 
tions will receive official recognition if their 
entries are telegraphed up to midnight of 
the date mentioned.

At the recent dinner of the Horse Showr As- 
sociation of America held at the Drake Hotel, 
A. B. Hancock of Paris. Ky., one of the 
most prominent of American breeders and 
I an authority on the horse, spoke on “The 
I Thoroughbred Over There and Over Here.” 
His remarks were principally from the view'- 
point of a business man, not going into any 
details of the great industry with which he is 
so largely interested. Mr. Hancock pointed 
out the alarming decrease in the number of 
horses in this country since 1910, but believes 
the pendulum has swung too far and a re- 
action is due. 

Here are Mr. Hancock’s interesting views: 
“ ‘Horse Breetling Over There’ should read 
Thoroughbred Horse Breeding Over There,’ 
because the latter is the only kind of horse 
bleeding over there that I know anything at 
all about. 'Phis is the topic that has been 
assigned to me on the program by our very 
efficient and persevering secretary. Mr. Dins- 
more, who is doing a splendid work for the 
horse and its allictl interests in the country 
and, incidentally, for the country itself, be- 
cause the liealth, vigor and prosperity of the 
country has been built up with the horse as 
the cliief partner in the great development of 
the past, and wo should be very sure that W’e 
i have found a more faithful, efficient and 
• economical substitute before we part com-

TEI.LS OF THRILLS. 

“I am quite sure that such a substitute 
has not yet been found. About a year ago, 
when farm products of all kinds had slumi>ed 
fearfully, 1 received a statement of one of 
our country banks in Kentucky, and I asked 
the ca.shier how' he accounted for his deposits 
keeping up so well. He replied that a good 
many of our people have money, but they 
are mostly these wiio drive to town in bug- 
gies. 

‘‘Thoroughbred breeding over there now is 
very smiiiar to thoroughbred breeding over 
here. We can have and have learmd in the 
past a good deal about breeding aiid racing 
(I say racing, as of New A'ork or ('’hicago 
or San Franci.scoJ, and watch tiiese noble 
hor.ves in action -how they move the great 
volume of traffic from steam.ship and railw'ay 
train to its appointeti place in the city. This 
is a sight to thrill any normal man and 
kindle the imagination with a warm glow of 
appreciation. Few other sight.s so .satisfy 
the sense of fulfillment of animal beauty, 
pow'er and life. 

“After all, what is the most beautiful ani- 
mal living in the world today? Tho.se of 
you w’ho visited the International I.ive Stock 
Show four or five years ago and w’cre privi- 
leged to see Lagos, tlie undefeated champion 
Percheron stalion of the world, saw the most 
beautiful living animal in the world. Tiiose 
of you who visited the same exhibition last 
year and saw Wee Donald, the pure-brrd 
Clydesdale stallion of Saskatchewan, saw the 
most perfect and most beautiful quadruped 
in North America. 

“We love the horse, and we gladly pay 
him this tribute of sentiment. I have seen 
many statues of horses throughout this coun- 
try, but who ever saw a statue erected to 
an automobile? 

“Tonight you expect me to say something 
about the horse question from the point of 
view of a business man, and particularly 
a man interested in the w'orld’s grain trade. 

“You do not, of course, want to burden 
your minds wfith a ma.ss of statistics show- 
ing the decrease in the number of horses in 
the Ignited States during the last few years, 
due to the iiicrea.sed use of automobiles, 
truck.s and tractors. The decline in the num- 
ber of horses in the cities has been very

PARIS, France. December 15. — Charles 
Hawkins, steeplechase jockey, was killed in 
a fall during the running of a hurdle rac:; at 
Auteuil yesterday'. Hawkins will be re< alb^d 
as the rider of Sergeiiiv Murphy, Steplu n 
Sanford’s starter in the Grand Natioi'nl 
Steeplechase, contested over the Aintrce 
course at Liverpool last spring. Hawkins 
was an Englishman, but most of his riding 
has been done in France in recent years. 

During the running of the Grand National 
Haivkins had little opportunity to show his 
skill. Sergeant Murphy fell at the Canal 
turn and his misliap brought nine other 
starters to grief. After the elimination of 
Duettiste from the early wagering on the 
race. Sergeant Alurphy had become the choice 
and dependence of the American contingent 
to win the big English steeplechase. Stephen 
Sanford, the owner of Sergeant Murphy, is 
a son of John Sanford, owner of the San- 
ford Stud Farms, Inc., of Amsterdam, N. Y. 



HAVANA, Cuba, December 15. — The won- 
derfully fast condition of the track at Orien- 
tal Park was strikingly illustrated in the 
Trinidad Handicap, the feature of today’s 
program. The race was at three-quarters for 
all ages, and Belle of Elizabethtown aston- 
ished the spectators by a marvelous display 
of speed in setting the pace, running the half 
in 45%. However, the pace was too fast, 
considering the heavy impost, and she tired 
after entering the homestretch, leaving Dr. 
Hickman and Little Black Sheep to fight it 
out. They finished in the order named, but 
I the Williams Bros.’ representative w’as forced 
to do his best to outstay Little Black Sheep. 
When the barrier was released at the start of 
this race East View wheeled and refused to 
start. 

Buddie Kean scored another victory when 
he took the measure of Chief Sponsor in the 
race preceding the feature. The latter 
threatened to make a runaway of it, leading 
by six lengths at one time, but the excessive 
early speed told on him in the stretch and 
he proved an easy victim for Buddie Kean 
i when the two locked horns for the final 
struggle. The excellent riding of T. Brothers 
materially aided the winner.

Lui-Meme duplicated his succe.ss of Thurs- 
day when he beat the favorite Puff Ball by 
a nose after a terrific stretch drive.

Mr. Ryan has retired from his ownership 
of the Oak Ridge Stable, but the establish- 
ment is kept up by his son, Clendinnin Ryan 
and the elder sportsman and breeder takes a 
lively interest in the string. He also con- 
tinues his interest in breeding and six fillies 
were sent to Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont 
Farm this fall. Then, at the Saratoga sales 
last August, there were a number of important 
purchases made when $15,100 was paid for a 
brown son of Peter Pan and Passan, by Ham- 
burg, that has since been christened Laurano. 
Two other important purchases were a colt 
by Friar Rock— Swan Song, for which $11,000 
was paid, and a son of Sweep and Hanrose, by 
Hanover, that w’as purchased for $10,100. The 
Friar Rock colt has been named Apprehension, 
while the Sweep colt will be known to racing 
as Mac o’ Boy. 

For the 1923 campaign the Oak Ridge Stable 
will come to the races with a strong string 
and, in addition to the eight yearlings that 
were purchased, there are six that were bred 
by Mr. Ryan that will bear the white and 
green silks. Of these, three are by the dead 
Sea King and the other three are respectively 
by Wrack, Hessian and George Smith. 




And now England is to have instantaneous 
photographs of the finishes of races. It is not 
thought for a moment that the camera will 
take the place of the judges, but a camera 
has been de\nsed that promises to make mis- 
takes in the placing of horses impossible. This 
is not in any measure an innovation, for the 
camera was used in Australia some years back 
and it must be admitted that the photographs 
that were published were anything but an im- 
provement on the ordinary method of placing 
at the finishes. Just what is proposed by the 
English do-ice is to have five cameras in one 
and five photographs taken simultaneously. 
It is promised it will make mistakes impossible. 
Only one lens is pointed directly at the winning 
line. The second is fixed so that it is directed 
at a spot about a couple of feet before the 
winning line is reached and the third is a simi- 
lar distance beyond the line, and so on, until 
each of the five plates is employed. 



It was at Grosse Pointe, Detroit, the season 
that the runners gave way for the trotters. The 
night before the harness horses w'cre to perfonii 
Joe Joe had a dream, in which he saw a big, 
gray pacer take the track at the start and lead 
to (he head of the stretch. There all went 
blank until the same gray flashed by the 
judges’ stand a winner. This happened in three 
successive heats. Each time the stretch was a 
blank, but the gray was first home each lim»’. 
With such a hunch. Joe Joe made the trip to 
the track, though as a general proposition he 
could see nothing in (he “side wheelers and the 
wigglers,” as he called the pacers and the 
trotters. 

Sure enough, in the first heat of the first 
race there app»eared a big gray pacer. Joe Joe 
made his wager on the heat. True to the dream 
the big gray led from start to finish, but 
through the stretch, where the dream w’as a 
blank, he broke and ran, and for this offense 
he was set back. This happened in all three 
of the heats and it cost Joe Joe three bets. 

“Now, what do you think of that!” said 
Joe, when it was all over. “The dream tipped 
me off right, but I wa.<5 so dumb that I 
paid no attention to that blanking out of the 
stretch. I might have known there would be 
some trick in it if I tried to beat a side- 
wheeler. I’m through, unless I see one of these 
babies all the way when I dream again.”

All this may be feasible, but just how photo- 
graphs not taken directly on the winning 
line help any has not been disclossd. It 
j argued that the eye is frevquently deceived in 
^following the progress of a horse that is catch- 
ing the leader just as the winning post is 
j reached. But how much will the camera cor- 
^rect this deception? However, it is something 
I new' in the photographic finish and it might 
jbe worth a trial. Unless it shows altogether 
different results from those obtained in Aus- 
tralia it will be of no marked help in deter- 
mining close finishes. The camera is just like 
many another mechanical dev'ice that has been 
tried out from time to time to take the place 
of the human agency and, up to this time, the 
human has it over all the mechanical devices, 



at least in determining which horse finished 
first in a race. 

The camera may not lie, but it certainly can 
deceive, as all will testify who have made a 
study of some of the best photographs of close 
finishes that have ever been taken.

The flat racing year w’hich has just closed 
in Spain has been the most prosperous since 
horse racing was instituted in that country. 
The Duke of Toledo (King Alfonso’s racing 
name) heads the list of winning owners 
with a most substantial total, having won 
thirty-seven races worth 624,730 pesetas. The 
Baron de Velasco comes next with forty vic- 
tories, worth 156,039 pesetas, closely fol- 
lowed by the Comte de la Cimera, Senor- 
ita Maria de Ussia, and Mr. Joseph Lieux. 
The JHike de Toledo's most important 
success was gained in the Grand I>rix 
Alphonse XI T I., won by his three-year- 
old colt, Ruban. That prize, which was 
wortii 500,000 pesetas this year, is, it is ru- 
mored, to be greatly increased in value next 
year. It is a curious coincidence that of all 
European countries where horse racing takes 
place, Spain w'as the last nation to adopt the 
sport. Yet today the richest turf prize in the 
world is decided on a Spanish race course, 
which did not exist a score of years ago. 
The president of the Spani.sh Jockey Club is 
M. G. Marquez, who is also director of the 
famous San Sebastian Casino, and it is not 
diflicult to understand that any deficit in con- 
nection* with the big race is more than coun- 
terbalanced by the profits from the green- 
clothcd tables.

This venture literally bankrupted thousands 
3n() ! of farmers. Likewi.se in the cities many busi- 
neisses turned to the truck when the nature 
of their business — the short haul, the frequent 
stops, etc — called for the use of horse labor. 
So now' the advancing price of good draft 
horses is our best proof that the pendulum 
is swinging the other way. The farmer who 
is feeding a yard of colts of good blood and 
heavy draft type is on the safe side. The 
horse will not come back to his old place 
in the city, but be is sure of an important 
place in the field of industrial transportation. 

“In this matter, as in every other funda- 
mental question, the intere.sts of the grain 
dealers and the farmers are tlie same. We 
will welcome the day when the American 
draft horse is back in the ec-onomic life of 
our cities ai^j) playing the part he is entitled 
to play. 

“And now', in closing, let us go back in 
history and ask what and where were the 
very first beginnings of the horse? To settle 
this important scientific question of the origin 
of the horse we have learned the following 
from a famous professor of geology in one of 
our eastern univer.sities. Whether he took the 
question seriously or not I cannot say, but 
at any rate he selected an answer actually 
handed in by a student of his at an examina- 
tion ill geology : 

EVOLUTION OF HORSE CITED. 

“ ‘Question : State briefly the main facts, 

biologic and geologic, relating to the evolu- 
tion of the borst\’ 

“ ‘Ueply : It is thought that the horse 

evolved from the camel and the giraffe. The 
camel originally got its food from the ground. 
Then external and climatic changes took 
place which made the camel reach higher 
and higher up for its food. Probably from 
trees. In a certain length of time the neck 
of the camel wa.s lengthened to its needed 
length. Then another climatic change took 
place which resulted in the growing of vege- 
tation clo.se to tlie ground. Then the giraffe 
found tliat his neck did not need to be so 
long, so evolution took place, and we have 
evolved from the giraffe, with some other 
changes beside the neck, wiiat is now the 
modern horse.’ 

“The horse population i.s decreasing and 
the tendency is to decrease, but the pendu- 
lum has swung too far ; a reaction is due 
both in the cities and in the country. There 
is no doubt that the big power tractor ha.s 
reached and passed the saturation point. The 
small tractor is increasing and seems to be 
a permanent and growing institution, and 
we must not give ourselves false encourage- 
ment about the horse problem, but the whole 
history of our race seems to be connected 
up with the use of the horse, first in the 
breeding and improvement of the horse it- 
self ; then the invention of leather, of steel, 
of the stirrup, then the social production of 
good roads. We cannot pro.«!per without 
prospering others. All races, ages and all 
citizens contribute to and are benefited by 
the common advantages of the race. The 
horse market is .said to be better than in 
seven or eight years. The demand is better 
and likely to hold its own. We do not know 
from any story or scientific authority where 
the horse came from. We do know he i.4 
here now and we hope he is here to stay. 
Long may he live and prosper witJi us.”
